Germany In The Shadow

O oue will feel cheerful over the picture <. f Germany recently 


drawn by Professor F. W. Foerster in tue N~ue Zuericher 


Zeitung. A population underfed and overTvo- ved, desperate 
with heavy responsibilities and the lack <v~ mean to fulfill them, 
must make a depressing spectacle for an\ 
>!>**»: "er. The Allies 
*re not finding pleasure in German buffer* '. a d they are prob- 
ablv not as ignorant of it as Professor Foe-o«.cr believes them to 
be/ 


Germany is only one of a number of desperate nations. 


Russia and Austria and Hungary have passed thru hell while 
the Germans have merely tasted purgatory. Poland, ravaged 
by Soviet troops, faces a winter with insufficient food. Her -^^r.- 
dition is fully as bad as Germany's, and so is taai of Czecho- 
slovakia and-the Balkan states. These have the good-will of 
the more prosperous world, but it is their only advantage over 
nations whom Entente officials still regard with a natural cold- 
ness. Lithuania, too, is badly in need of food, medicines, and 
equipment; her American committee L busy here trying to raise 
funds for relief. Even in Italy conditions ;*re trying, and Eng- 
land and France themselves are far from being normal. 


Dr. Foerster and all Germans must remember these facts 


when they look upon millions of their suffering fellow country- 
men. They must realize that Germany is credited with respon- 
sibility for the war. She acknowledged defeat, and with the 
acknowledgment should have assumed an expectation not to 
fare better than the victors. Peace has brot her suffering, but 
no more than it has brot many nations who were innocent vic- 
tims of four or five years of battle. 


No one can blame Germany for seeking relief, but her ap- 


parent assumption that her difficulties are astoundingly ex- 
ceptional will jar upon many readers. While Professor Foerster 
writes, despatches come des-ribing conditions in territories 
doomed by the ravages of G« man armies to years of sharper 
misery than Berlin or Munich *.ave I..:^\vn or need fear to know. 


The Right Way 


"TTTHEN radical and communistic activities sprout out in any 


VV concern which is i. member of the association, the man- 


agers will not, as hitherto, discharge the agitators and attempt 
to forbid the workmen to attend the Red meetings. Instead a 
trained lecturer, scores of whom will be on the pay-rolls of the 
association, will be sent to the plant affected, will take his place 
in the ranks of the men, and spread the truth about Bolshevism 
among the workers."
